To celebrate the Utah Arts Fes- 
tival’s 20th anniversary, curator 
Daivd Sucec has invited 20 of 
Utah’s finest visual artists to 
exhibit their work in EXHIBI- 
TION: 1996 “20/20.” 

The artists exhibiting their 
works represent the hundreds of 
visual artists who have participat- 
ed in the Festival since its inaugur- 
al event on Main Street, in the 
summer of 1977. Sucec chose 
artists to give both a retrospective 
and an exciting update on Utah’s 
fine arts scene. 

According to Sucec, two 
important curatorial concerns of 
this exhibit were to include a 
range of art works created in sev- 
eral major media and to give 
recognition to Utah’s more estab- 
lished visual artists — artists who 
have grown and developed along 
with the Utah Arts Festival in the 
last 20 years. 

The exhibit which focuses on 
the best from the present and the 
past, also honors the late Don 
Olsen, who in the ‘50’s and ‘60’s 
brought the aesthetic and tech- 
niques of modern American paint- 
ing to Utah. “Our contemporary
